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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harwath (U. S. Patent 4,126,372). 

Regarding claims 1 and 4, Harwath, figures 2 and 1 1 , discloses a coaxial cable 
to a coaxial connector, the connector cable having an outer diameter, the method 
comprising the step of: inserting an end portion of the through a back nut 62 of the 
connector, the connector cable 36 having an outer conductor 67. Flaring an end portion 
of the outer conductor, to form a flared portion 35 of the outer conductor, the length of 
the flared portion the cable having been inserted through the back nut; attaching the 
cable and the back nut 62 to inner and outer terminals of the connector, the cable 
having been inserted through the back nut and securing the end portion of the outer 
conductor between abutting faces of the outer terminal and the back nut figure 1 1 with 
ring 285 read as part of the back nut, the step of securing comprising axially displacing 
the back nut towards the outer terminal. Harwath discloses the claimed invention except 
for discussion of a method of attachment of coaxial cable. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the Harwath 
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connector could involve steps as recited as an efficient way to make the connector. 
These appear to be steps that would normally be used but are not explicitly disclosed by 
the patentee. While above is adequate, it also would have been obvious to form 262, 
285 as are piece to simplify the device. 

Regarding claim 2, Harwath discloses the end portion of the outer conductor. 

Regarding claim 3, Harwath discloses the step of removing portion of the 
insulating jacket from the end of the cable. 

Regarding claim 5, Harwath discloses the back nut to the outer terminal. 

Regarding claim 6, Harwath discloses clamping the end portion of the outer 
conductor to correspond the abutting faces of the either the outer terminal or the back 
nut, or a combination thereof. 

Regarding claims 7 and 1 1 , Harwath discloses the claimed invention except for 
the integral face of the back nut. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify Harwath to provide the interface of 
the back nut to clamp the flared portion so as to simplify the device could omitted 
gushes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 12-15 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. None of the reference discloses placing the clamping surface of the outer body in 
close proximity to the flared portion of the outer conductor of the coaxial cable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
